Carter Calls Protests

’ WASHINGTON, April 15 (IAT). 
—President Carter, calling yes~ 
terday’s sharp Soviet criticism of 
his arms-cutting plan “predict~ 
able,” said today that he sees “no 
reason to change our proposals.” 

He said he was “somewhat con~ 
cerned” that che Russians are 
engaging in continuing public 
criticism of the U.S. proposals but 
he remained “encouraged” about 
the chances for ultimate success 
in the Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talks. 

Mr. Carter. speaking at a news 
conference, said he hopes to meet 
with Soviet leader Leonid Brezh- 
nev here in the United States 
later this year and would “wel- 
come” such meetings “on a rege 
ular basis,” at least once 2 year. 

Mr. Carter said he drew 8 “very 
important distinction” between, 
on the one hand, private and 
permanent continuing negotia- 
tions between the superpowers 
and, on the other, their leaders’ 
public discussions, which he con- 
Siders necessary “education of 
the public on the complex issues 
involved. 

The fact that the Kremlin is 
publicly discussing its SALT posi- 
tion is “encouraging,” the Presi- 
dent said. 

No ‘Serious’ Consideration 

In 2 Pravda editorial yester- 
day, the Soviet leadership again 
attacked the Carter plan for deep 
cuts in strategic-wi arse- 
nals, ssserting that it lacked 
“any constructive element” end 
was unworthy of “serious dis- 
cussion.” 

Today, Mr. Carter was asked 
if he saw any reason to change 
the U.S. bargaining position in 
view of its rejection by the Rus- 


“I see no reason to change our 
proposals,” he replied. “We had 
two... One is to ratify the 
basic agreements of the [1974] 
Viadivyostok discussions. The 
other one is ἃ much more drastic 
reduction overall in weapon ca- 
pability. I see no reason to 
ebange those proposals.” 

Some officials here were trou- 
bled that Moscow chose again to 
go the public route in blasting the 
US. proposals. Mr. Carter's na- 
tional security adviser, Zbigniew 
Brzezinski, said yesterday that, if 
any progress is to be made in 
breaking the SALT deadlock, it 
“clearly has to be done under 
discreet conditions.” 

However, Mr, Carter, at his 
press conference today, eccentuat- 
ed the positive by publicly ap- 
proving what he called the Krem- 
Im “education” of the Soviet 
people through its public criticism 
of the U.S. proposals. 

Be carefully left the door open 
t meetings with Mr. Brezhnev 
by saying that not only would he 
welcome annual get-togethers but 
also “I would like to meet with 
him with or without a SALT 
agreement.” 

Mr. Brezhnev had anticipated 
coming to the United States in 
1975 to sign with Gerald Ford, 
then the president, a new SALT 
agreement based on the Viadivos- 
tok accord of 1974. But when a 
deadlock developed in negotia- 
tions designed to implement the 
Viadivostok guidelines, the Brezh- 
nev visit was put off. 

Mr. Carter has formulated a 
policy of separating summit con- 
ferences irom the need for 
progress on negotiations. The 
policy marks a change in basic 
US. philosophy on East-West 
summit meetings. 

“It is good not to predicate 
each [summit] meeting with a 
belief that some dramatic agree~ 
ment might be reached,” the

Russia Seeking to Censor 


U.S. Mission F ἐπι retry

MOSCOW. April 15.—The 
Kremlin, which dictates taste 
to 260 million persons, now has 
acted to censor the selection of 
films shown at the U.S. Embas- 
sy and homes of U.S. diplomats 
here. 

A strongly Worded protest 
was handed to U.S. political 
counselor William Brown yes- 
terday charging that “Doctor 
Zhivago” and “The Girl From 
Petrovka” were slanderous of 
the Soviet Union and their 
showing here, with some Rus- 
siats present, was provocative 
and incompatible with friendly 
relations. 

Mr. Brown went back to the 
Foreign Ministry today on or- 
ders from Ambassador Ma!colm 
Too and rejected the Sovict 
note aS “an unwarranted in- 
trusion in the internal affairs 
of the U.S. Embassy,” it is 
understood. 

The US. objections were 
deliberately mimicking the re- 
cent Soviet complaint that 
Carter administration human- 
rights efforts were unacceptable 
interference in Soviet internal 
affairs. 

Belief Is Eeflected 

They also reflected the em- 
bassy belief that the Kremlin 
was acting sophomorically. U.S. 
diplomats will remain free to 
invite whom they wish to view 
movies and the Soviet Union 
can bar the door to its citizens, 
it was seid, if it fears for the 
security of the state because a 
few Russians see “Doctor Zhi- 
vago.” 

Based on the novel written 
two decades ago by the late 
Nobel Prize winner Boris Pas- 
ternak, “Doctor Zhivego” tells 
the story of the 1917 Communist 
Revolution through its impact 
on several individuals. Neither 
the Reds nor the Whites emerge 
with much honor. The book 
was never published here and 
Mr. Pasternak was refused per- 
mission to collect his Nobel lit- 
erature prize in Stockholm. 

“The Girl From Petrovka” is 
based on ἃ novel by an Ameri- 
can, George Feiffer, former 
student and free-lance journal-

The Soviet note claimed that 
the films “crudely falsified 
Soviet history and the life of 
Soviet people in a deliberately 
tendentious and slanderous 
manner,” and that the “act of 
showing them. not to speak of 
inviting Soviet officials, was 
frankly provocatory.” It then 
called for a step to showing 
such films because such action 
was not compatible with friend- 
ly relations. 

“Doctor Zhivago" had been 
shown here soon aiter its re- 
lease—but only privately, for 
some of the elite. The Soviet 
public never saw it.

Heavy Fighting Is Reported 


West of Zaire 


KINSHASA, April 15 (OPI).— 
Invading forces and Zairian 
troops have been engaged in 
heavy fighting west of the stra- 
tegic copper mining town of Eol- 
wezi, breaking a three-week bat- 
Hefield 111. diplomatic sources 
said today. 

Between 30 and 40 government 
soldiers were wounded in the 
fighting yesterday and some of 
them were evacuated to Kolwezi 
by helicopter, the sources Said. 
Rebel casualties were unknown, 

Reports of the fighting came 
a day after Zaire announced it 
launched an offensive to dislodge 
the rebels who invaded the south- 
eastern Shaba Province ‘formerly 
Eatenga: from Angola on 
March 8. "ὦ 

Area Near Angola 

Τὸ was also the first fighting in 
Shaba since the rebels seized the 
town of Mutshatsha, some 70 
miles west of Kolwezi, and con- 
solidated their hold on a 2,100- 
square-mile erea adjacent to the 
Angolan border. 

Details of the fighting were ex- 
tremely sketchy and it appeared 
there were at least two separate 
battles In the area west of Kol- 
wezi. 

According to one report, gov- 
emment and rebel troops fought

all dey yesterday around the town 
of Nasondoye, 44 miles north- 
west of Kolwezi, with mortars, 
machine guns and rifles. About 30 
to 40 government troops were 
wounded there and evacuated. 
Government dead and casualties 
amone the invaders were un- 
known, 

Diplomatic sources said that 
Moroccan troops, sent to Zaire to 
assist the anny, did not take part 
in the fighting. In Kinshasa, 
Moroccan officials said the air- 
lift of 1,500 Moroccan troops to 
Shaba Province had been com- 
pleted. 


Most of the troops were re- 
ported dug in near Kolwezi. ‘The 
sources said the Moroccans had 
started sending out small roving 
units although it would probably 
be at least another week before 
they mounted any full-seale oper- 
ations. 

According to the Congolese Na- 
tional Liberation Front in Paris, 
fighting continued west of Kal- 
weal today and two of the soldiers 
killeg by the rebels were Frenclt.

Compromise Ends Bitter Row 
By Africans in UN Over Benin 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., April 
18 1GPI).—A bitter debate be- 
tween African delegations ended 
in a draw yesterday with a com- 
Fromse resolution condemning a 
m-vcenary attack on Benin Jan. 
16 without further identifying 
the aggressor. 

The resolution. adopted by the 
Security Council by consensus, 
also appealed for material as- 
Sistance to Benin to cover damage 
and losses suffered in the at- 
tack. 

But the Council aroided any 
reference to Benin’s accusations 
impucating five other African na- 
tlons—Morocco, Gabon, Ivory 
Coast, Togo and Senegal—in the 
ettack, 

The charges triggered an un- 
Precedented show of inror-Afri- 
enn hostility in the elght-ciay de- 
bate. Several African heads of 
state were denounced in the de- 
bate between the two African 
camps, roughly of the same com-

other in the Zaire conflict. 

Ambassador Rache Krishna

Carter Avoids Political Battle, Soothes Business on Rebate

WASHINGTON, April 15.—By 
his sudden decision to shelve his 
proposed $50-a-taxpayer income- 
tax rebate, a decision he made

ed yesterday, President Carter

The liberal complaint—shared 
by labor, Democratic economists 
and urban groups—is that.

Carter now has reshaped his eco- 
nomic policy to resemble far more 


closely the anti-inflation stance 


of his Republican predecessor 
than the get-the-economy-moving- 
again position adopted by Mr, 
Carter during last year’s election 
campaign end subsequent transi- 
tion period. 

“When I went arownd telling 
businessmen last fall how con- 
Servative .Jimmy Carter was, I 
didn’t realize how accurate I was,” 
said ‘a prominent liberal who 
asked not to be quoted by name. 

Not 2 Favorite 

In most cases, the grumbling 
was not over loss of the rebate 
itself, which, unpopular as if was 
with congressional Republicans 
and conservative Democrats, was 
hardly an overwhelming favorite 
even among Democratic liberals. 
Many of them would have pre- 
ferred more spending om federal 
jobs and construction programs 
instead of the rebate. 

Rather, the liberal disaffection 
is emerging because Mr. Carter’s

Court Is Told Hughes Was Not Mentally ΠΙ

SAN PRANCISCO, April 15 
ONYT).—Texas Attorney General 
John Hill reported yesterday to 
8. probate court judge in Houston 
that Howard Hughes's mental 
faculties were not impaired by 
neurological disezse when he died 
at age 70 on April 5 last year. 

Mr, Hill's report was based on 
tests conducted at Methodist Hos- 
pital in Houston by Dr. Ellsworth 
Alvord. The tests were of brain 
and spinal-cord tissues saved 
when an autopsy, performed last 
year, determined that Hughes 
died of Kidney failure. 

Questions about his mental 
competence have arisen during 
legal maneuvering over disposi- 
tion of his estate. Some publish~ 
ed reports alleged that he had 
paresis or meningo-vascular sy- 
philis, Dr. Alvord found this was 
not true and he also ruled out 
pre-senile or senfle dementia, as 
well as Pick’s disease and Par- 
Kinsonism. 

‘Medical Probability’ 

“In all reasonable miedical 
probability, Howard Hughes was 
not afflicted by any structural 
neurological disease affecting his 
mental competence,” Mr. Hill told 
Probate Judge Pat Gregory. 

[The Nevada attorney general 
said today that FBI tests have 
determined that the so-called 
Mormon will attributed to Hughes 
is a forgery, the Associated Press 
reported from Las Vegas. 

{The official, Robert List, said 
in Nevada's Clark County District 
Court that separate tests con- 
ducted by two FBI investigators 
in Washington ‘had determined 
that the three-page, handwritten 
document represents “an unskill- 
ed attempt to copy or simulate 
the handwriting of Hughes.”

N.Y. Unit Opposes 
Tax Benefit for

U.S. Figures Indicate Flight 


From Farms Is Accelerating 
By Robert Reinhold 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (NYT. 
~The federal government report- 
ed yesterday that the long exodus 
of Americans from the farms ap- 
pears to be accelerating sharply 
despite a heavy increase in agri- 
cultural output in recent years. 

New figures compiled by the 
Census Bureau and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture show that 
farm population dropped by about 
half a mitlion last year, dipping 
to a new low of 8.35 million. This 
means that fewer than one Amer- 
ican in 25 now lives on a farm; 
as recently as 1935, one in {four 
did. 

While the ferm population has 
been dropping steadily since the 
mid-1930s a5 @ result of the trend 
toward large mechanized farms, 
the new decline is also rooted 
in other factors, not all of which 
have to do with farming. 

It bas to do in part, according 
to experts in farm trends, with 
the tendency of farm owners and 
hired hands to prefer to live in 
town and commute to the fields. 
This is particularly true in the 
Midwestern wheat belt, where 
population and services are sparse, 

Birthrate Declines 


Tt also has to do with the steep 
decline in the U.S, birthrate. 
While farm families are still a 
little larger than average, the 
rate at which farm women bear 
children has plummeted, Since 
1970, the number of children un- 
der 14 living on farms has drop- 
ped by a Startling one-third. 
Moreover, many farmers’ wives— 
freed of child-rearing and chores 
now handled by machines—may 
prefer to live in towns so they 
can take jobs to supplement their 
incomes, 

Altogether, it means that the 
Norman Rockwell image of the 
farm family with kids in over- 
alls rising before dawn to feed 
the chickens and milk the cows 
has become about as obsolete as 
the horse-drawn plow. 

According to the new figures. 
based on regular surveys taken 
by the Census Bureau. the farm 
population dropped by 14 million, 
or 14 per cent, between 1970 and 
last year. Nearly 37 per cent 
of this loss occurred in just one 
year, from 1975 to last year, The 
loss was particularly steep among 
blacks. The number of blacks 
living on farms has dropped from 
about 900,000 to 500,000 in the 
last six years, 

All of this came as something 
of a surprise to agriculture offi- 
cials. ‘There has been no recent 
change in farm laws or practices 
that would account for it. In- 
deed, the output of crops and 
livestock products has grown by 
20 per cent in volume since 1970, 
Moreover, the number of acres 
under cultivation was greatly ex- 
panded after Congress lifted 
Testrictions a few years ago, 

Industrial Migration 

The decline in farm dwellers 
is accompanied by reports of con- 
siderable growth of population in 
roral areas and small towns. 


However, most of this growth is- 


rooted in the migration of in- 


dustry to smaller towns, rather 
than in any resurgence of farm- 
ing. The Census Bureau defines 
a farm as a place of 10 acres 
or more selling more than $500 
@ year in agricultural products, 
$250 if smaller than 10 acres. 

An Agriculture Department aide 
speculated that the precipitous 
decline in biacks on farms had 
to do with various socia] changes 
in the Deep South. Older farm~ 
ers are dying off, he said. apd 
their children do not want to 
take up the same kind of work, 
Moreover, many blacks have shift~ 
ed from tenant farming to work~ 
ing as hired hands. This means 
that many more are living in 
towns and commuting to the 
fields, Further, the use of larger, 
more powerful tractors and other 
implements has reduced the need 
for hired hands, both black and 
white, 
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The Impassioned Ones 


When the Spanish government decided to 
legalize the Communist party, the armed 
forces were unhappy and even the Com- 
munists tended to play down any retum of 
their president, Dolores Ibarruri, from Mos- 
cow exile, All of this lack of enthusiasm. 
including the government's tolerance of 
Communism, gives a strong note of irony 
to Mrs. Tbarruri’s treasured nickname during 
the Spanish Civil War: “La Pasionaria.” For 
uniike the tragic days of four decades ago. 
there is re‘atively little political passion in 
Spain. And.. one wonders. what is the 
Fource of political passion anywhere in the 
world today? 

It exists, It sets off bombs and Klis 
people: it breeds rhetoric and war. But it 
is nat quite the same as when disciplined 
crowds shouted “Sier heil” to Adolf Hitler's 
raucous oratory or crowds sang of the vic- 
tims of starvation in embattled Madrid. 
Now. of course. any passion for the swastika 
4s regarded as at least potential insanity 
while It has become increasingly difficult to 
develop a passion for Karl Marx, since Lenin 
and Stalin. Mao and Castro, have intervened. 

What. then. spurs on the Baader-Meinhof 
gang or the strange band that kidnapped 
Patricia Hearst? Or those others who came 
from Japan to fight for the Palestinians? 
That local, ethnic sovereignty has become 
the most serious source of politica) violence 
is plain enongh—even the Spanish generals 
and admirals seem less afraid of such ideo- 
Jogieal foes as the Communists than of the 
Catalans and the Basques, which in the 
United States the islands of Nantucket and 
Martha's Vineyard have, by seeking to break 


away from the state of Massachusetts, tend- 
ed to reduce the issue of local autonomy to 
something close to absurdity, 


Yet through all these tribal conflicts run 
threads of broader themes. Angola was and 
is torn, as an at least theoretically inde- 
pendent state by the battles between Marx- 
ists and non-Marxists, The same strains are 
complicated among Ethiopia and her neigh- 
bors by tensions between Christians and 
Moslems. whose rivalries can be seen in such 
dictatorships as that of Idi Amin. What does 
Libya's Qadhafl seek in his strange foreign 
policies? 

After World War L there was a mixture 
of nationalist rivalries. of the old imperial- 
isms, and of ideologies such as that launched 
by Marx and put into effect by Lenin: by 
D'Annunzio in Flume. translated to all Italy 
by Mussolini: crowned by Hitler, advanced 
by the traditions of the Japanese Samurai. 
And each produced, tn itself and in opposi- 
tion. its own impassioned ones: together, 
they made a deadiy war, 

The Pasionartas of today are just as com~- 
plicated. just as convinced by nationa! disci- 
plines or by personal inspiration that they 
must kill their enemies if they cannot con- 
vince them. One can read in the diplomatic 
records of the past confusions and misunder- 
Standings of just what was involved in. say, a 
Danzig, a Fiume; in the fate of the Ruhr or 
the’ double murder of a Yugoslav king and 
a French foreign minister. It can only be 
hoped that today's leaders will learn more 
about the passionate ones of today, what 
their passions imply. and how they are to 
be dealt with, 


One China, Still Divisible 


The disclosure that President Nixon told 
the Chinese in 1972 of his intention to “nor- 
malize” relations with Peking during his 
second term opens a small window on his- 
tory. But it changes nothing in the Chi- 
nese-American relationship. The question 
was and remains how the two governments 
can navigate diplomatically around their 
rival concerns for Taiwan. 

Nixon's intentions were implicit all alonz 
and the Chinese invited him back, despite 
his disgrace, to remind his successors of 
them. But what was to be the deal? “Nor- 
malization” 1s a euphemism for full diplo- 
miatic relations with Peking, meaning that 
the ambassadors would alter the names of 
their so-called liaison offices to embassies 
atid perform their representational and con- 
sular business without charade, Presumably. 
it would also mean more systematic ex- 
changes of officia], visitors, more traffic in 
tourists and more regular, if not freer, 
coverage of Peking by US newsmen. All 
this is desirable to preserve the momentum 
of diplomacy and trade toward a day of 
truly normal relations, But at what price 
to the security and prosperity of the people 
of Taiwan and to the U.S. responsibility for 
them?

The desire for at least some level of rela- 
tions led both China and the United States 
to decide in 1972 that they would engage 
each other without really resolving the 
Taiwan question. Since the Communists in 
Peking and the Nationalist Chinese govern- 
ing Taiwan had always agreed that there 
was only one ‘China, Nixon and Henry Kis- 
singer found it expedient to acknowledge 
that “all Chinese on either side of the Tal- 
wan strait maintain there is but one China 
and that Taiwan is a part of China.” Not 
all the 14 milion Taiwanese would agree 
π that formulation, but the United States 
thus slipped the question in return for tacit 
indications from the Communist regime that 
it did not intend to invade the isiand any- 
tmme soon. The U.S. officials signed a com- 
muniqué in Shanghai at the end of Nixon's 
visit. reaffirming their interest in a “peace- 
ful settlement” between the Chinese some 
day and linking the final withdrawal of U.S. 


troops and military installations from Tal- 
wan to that settlement. 


The troops have been reduced from 9,000 
to fewer than 1,800 and those remaining are 
not essential to the island's defense. Not 
even the Seventh Fleet or the formal defense 
treaty between the United States and Tai- 
wan is essential as long as Peking lacks the 
air and sea power to invade. But what 
would be the effect of a renunciation of 
that treaty on other U.S. security guaran- 
tees, to South Korea and Japan, and. above 
all, on the business climate, investment pat- 
terns and thriving economy of Taiwan it- 
self? These are practical reasons for pre- 
serving some kind of commitment. reinforc- 
ing the moral undertakings made to the Tai- 
wanese a generation ago. As the Chinese 
Nationalists age and mellow, the Talwanese 
are beginning to enjoy a measure of Self- 
government and. though not politically free 
in the customary sense, they are clearly op- 
posed to Communist rule. 

Eight of Talwan's 10 main trading part- 
ners have adopted the so-called Japanese 
formula. of diplomacy by switching their 
embassiés from Taipel on Taiwan to Peking 
and leaving their business on the Island in 
the hands of so-called trade and information 
offices, Peking has accepted this charade 
just as it has accepted ours in reverse. But 
its claims of sovereignty over Talwan are 
understandably offended by a formal mil- 
itary treaty with the island. so the Japanese 
formula may not work for Washington. 

For a time. many Western experts tn Chi- 
nese affairs had predicted that unless the 
United States reached out to Peking. even 
at Talwans expense. the Peking government 
would turn hostile or revert to its alliance 
with the Soviet Union. That has not hap- 
pened. On the contrary, the successors of 
Mao Tse-tung have made United States 
Tesistance to Soviet power. rather than sup- 
port for Taiwan. the test of their affection 
for Washington. So increased trade and 
other contacts with Peking remain possible. 
Taiwan notwithstanding. As President 
Carter's budget director. Bert Lance. once 
remarked in another context “if it ain't 
broke, don't fix it.”

Carter Atom Policy Criticized 
At Nuclear Technology Talks 


By William Branigin 


PERSEPOLIS, Iran, April 15 
C(WP3,—Delegates from 41 indus- 
trialized and developing nations 
yesterday ended the first con- 
ference on the transfer of nuclear 
technology amid widespread criti- 
cism of President Carter's new 
nuclear policy. 


In an effort to resolve the 
fundamental differences between 
Washington’s concern about the 
proliferation of ‘atomic weapons 
and other nations’ desires for 
nuclear fuel and technology, 
Sigvard Eklund, director of the 
International Atomic Energy 
‘Agency, called for stricter saie- 
guards on nuclear energy facili- 
ties. 

At the closing of the five-iay 
conference near the ancient ruins 
of Persepolis in southern Iran. 
Mr. Ekiund appealed to nations 
to “accept in our own interests 
More elaborate systems for detec- 
tion of [plutonium] diversion to 
evoid terrorist action and weap- 
ons proliferation” In an ap- 
parent reference to the Carter 
Policy, he added, “This is better 
than limiting technology. Tech- 
nologicai developments will go 
om Knowledge once given away 
cannot be taken baci.” 

The meeting did not formally 
criticize the new U.S. policy and 
issued no final resolution. But 
the heads of the West European 
and-Jgzpanese nuclear groups issu- 
ed a statement on behalf of the 
conference reflecting the major 
criticisms of the Carter ‘state- 
ment They later softened it 
Somewhat and qualified it as 
representing their “personal per- 
ceptions” of the meeting's con- 
sensus, 

Canadians were among the few 
delegates Ὁ openly express sup- 
port for the U.S. policy. West 
German, Pakistani and Indian 
officials were among the strong- 
est critics. French official dele- 
gates kept quiet about the Carter 
Statement. reportedly on orders 
from French President Valéry 
Giscard dEstaing. 

However, numerous scientific, 
economic and political arguments 
were heard at the conference on 
the Carter policr—which over- 
shadowed the original purpose 
of discussing how to promote 
nuclear téchnology transfers from 
advanced to developing coun- 
tries, The two most criticized 


aspects of the policy were its 
ban on spent fuel reprocessing 
and deferral of development on 
the last-breeder reactor. Both 
technologies produce or use pluto- 
nium. which can be used to make 
atomic weapons. 

Although the "J.S. policy is an 
internal one, the unofficial con- 
sensus paper argued, “Unilateral 
restrictions placed on nuclear 
technology transfer and nuclear 
power éxpansion go beyond dom- 
estic situations, affect other na- 
tions’ nuclear programs adversely 


and limit legitimate contractual . 


activities.” 

Specifically, many delegates ex- 
pressed worry that the policy of 
using enriched uranium for nu- 
clear power, rather than recycling 
spent fuel or developing breeder 
technology which reproduces its 
own fuel. will result in higher 
world prices for enriched uranium, 
on which the United States cur- 
rently holds a near-monopoly. 

In reply, U.S. government dele- 
gates including Thomas Davies, 
deputy director of the Arms Con- 
trol and Disarmament Agency, 
Said studies show there will be 
enough uranium to meet project- 
ed needs and that the United 
States would take the lead in 
trying to set up an international 
mechanism to assure enriched 
uranium supplies to the have- 
not countries.

They 
were executed on Aug. 33, 1951.

WASHINGTON, April 15 (WP!.—Bert Lance, director of 
the Office of Management and the Budget, has asked President 
Carter to end the century-old tradition of commissioning ar- 
tists to do oi] portraits of departing Cabinet members. 

Mr. Lance said the tradition was too‘costly and that color 
photographs would do as well. Portraits of Cabinet members 
and presidents cost the Treasury anywhere from 85,000 to $15,000, 
depending on the size of the painting, the framing and the 
artist. The prestige of having done a Cabinet portrait frequent- 
ly can be used to attract high-paying commercial customers 
but the portraits provide only a small part of thelr annual 
income, some artists say. 

A spokesman for Mr. Lance said he had told Prendent 
Carter that “high-quality color photographs could be done for 
far Jess—from S600 to $1,000.”

NEY YORE (NYT! .—Lawyers 
and judges seen to have a 
“peculiar cant and jargon of their 
own, that no other mortal can 
understand,” Gulliver said of ihe 
People he met in his travels. 

Lawyers have ignored such 
Swiftian barbs for centuries, cor- 
tent to practice 2- mysterious 
science inaccessible to the unixi- 
tiated. 

But now, in lew journals, in 
Speechés, in classrooms and in 
courtrooms, lawyers and judges 
are beginning to worry about how 
often they have been misunder- 
stood, and they are discovering 
that sometimes they cannot even 
understand each other. 

Tl a recent Law Review article. 
John Waltz, 2 Northwestern Uni- 
versity law professor, related the 


-tale of the confused and fright- 


ened client who is greeted by his 
lawyer with “a flurry of refer- 
ences-to such legal esoterica as 
the voir dire, res ipsa loquitur 
and rule in Shelley's case. The 
lawyer assumes comprehension 
(or is attempting to prevent it). 
The client shakes his head and 
prays.” 

Or take these examples from 
opinions published Jast month in 
the New York Law Journal. At 
the pens of judges, “all the more” 
ig stretched to “hereinbefore” and 
2 routine landlord-tenant dispute 
is elevated into 8. controversy be- 
tween. the “petitioner-landlord- 
appellant” and “the respondent- 
tenant-respondent.” 

Legal Maxim 

Then there is the judge who 
relied on what he called “the 
familiar legal maxim that ‘he 
who considers merely the letter 
of the instrument goes but skin 
deep into its meaning.’" 

Pred Rodell, α retired Yale Law 
School professor, is one of the 
most acerbic critics of lawyers’ 
gibberish. In 1939, he published 
8 book, “Woe Unto You, Law- 
yers!” in which he referred to 
lawyers’ “dreary double-talk” and 
their “solemn hocus-pocus.” 

Has he seen any improvement 
over the years? “None,” replied 
Prof. Rodel. 

Last year, a group of citizens 
monitoring courts around New 
York State found they could not 
hear what ‘was going on. This 
year, another group of monitors 
in family court had no trouble 
hearing. but what they heard was 
a modern version of Dickens's 
Chancery Court, where Mr. Tan- 
gle and his learned friends “trip- 
ped one another up on slippery 
precedents,” groped “knee-deep in 


Tn a study issued this month 
by the Fund for Modern Courts, 
one of the most frequent obser- 
vations made by the family court 
moniiors was that the partici- 
pants did not appear to under- 
stand fully what was happening 
in court. 

It is not only nonlawyers—or 
“laymen” as lawyers call them— 
who are confused. 

. In a poll released Jast month 
by U.S. News & World Report, a 
majority of the judges and law- 
yers who responded found that 
the opinions of the U.S. Supreme 
Court were too long and con- 
fusing.

Last November. Chief Justice 
Warren Burger put lawyers on 
notice that if they wanted the 
court to consider their cases they 
had better not overload the court 
with long briefs. Nothing longer 
than 75 pages, said the chief 
justice. 


What else is to be done? 

Since lawyers are taught that 
every issue has at least two sides, 
they are often swifter at pointing 
up problems than at finding solu- 
tions. The progress may be gla- 


cia}, but lawyers and judges are 
taking measures to pierce their 
impenetrable idiom. Efforts are 
being made to teach journalists 
about the law, to make court deci- 
sions easier to understand and to 
teach law students about writing.

Since the imdustrial sector, 
which includes the nation’s mines, 
factories and utilities, accounts 
for about one-third of the jobs 
in the economy, the higher out- 
put implied expanding job op- 
portunities for Americans in the 
near future. 

‘The March increase, which mov- 
ed the index to 185.1 per cent of 
its 1967 average, was the biggest 
since a 2.2-per-cent rise in August. 
1975. The index now stands 5.5 
per cent ahead of the same month 
ἃ year ago and 2.5 per cent above 
the pre-recession peak of June. 
1974, 

‘The Federal Reserve said gains 
in outpat “were widespread among 
consumer goods, business equip- 
ment, construction supplies and 
materials. but production by util- 
ities declined appreciably.”

the Pistons, describing himself 
with one of his nicknames. He 
was held to two points in the 
third quarter as the Warriors 
doubled and triple-teamed him 
every time he got the ball. 

“We didn’t do anything dif- 
ferent from Tuesday's game,” 
coach Al Artles of Golden State 
said. “It’s too late for anything 
like that. Everybody knows what 
everybody else can da.” 

That doesn't mean the War- 
riors weren't using a zone. pro- 
hibited by the NBA. or one of 
the subtle variations a!l league 
teams. including the Pistons, use. 

‘What angered Lanier and Carr 
and coach Herb Brown as much 
as aaything was Detroit's inabil- 
ity to go to the open mlan when 
Lanier was walled in. 

“We weren't playing mentally 
alert," Lanier said. “Especially 
under playoff conditions, I'm 
very embarrassed. That's all there 
is to it. That was the key.” The 
8-foot-11 center scored 15 of his 
23 points in the first balf. “I'm 
upset now, I don't want to say 
anything now that might get me 
in trouble.” 

“Any time you run a zone,” 
Carr said, “the guys have got to 
move. In the third quarter we 
didn't get anybody running to 
make them come out of it." 

“We simply got outplayed, that's 
all there was to it,” was ai coach 
Herb Brown said. “We looked 
like rank amateurs.” 

“We played with far more in- 
tensity,” said Rick Barry. whose 
35 points for the game were equal- 
ed by guard Phil Smith in the 
first half alone. 


Held to 17 Points 


Smith destroyed Detroit in the 
Playoffs ἃ year ago, averaging 
more than 30 points per game, 
but had been held to a high of 
lt through four regular season 
meetings and the first playoff 
game. He led everybody with 35 
points this time. 


He sank ali seven of his shots 
in scoring 16 first-quarter points 
and adced a dozen in the second 
quarter. Barry got δ and 11 
points to help Golden Stete to 
leads of 34-33 and 64-59 at the 
first two quarter marks. 

The Warriors went on sprees 
of 14-4 and 11-3 over spans of 
2:27 and 3:37 of the third quarter 
to expand leads of 69-67 and 84-75. 
The Pistons trailed 99-94 after 
the third period and never got 
any closer than that. 

Clifford Ray scored 16 for the 
Warriors while rookie center- 
forward Robert Parish got 20, 12 
of those in the final quarter.

Ever So Humble... 


Wy ASHicTon.—1 juts read in 
the newspaper that they 
Testttled 75 natives on Enewetak 
‘which, incidentally, was former- 
ly spelied Eniwetok) Atoll in the 
Marshall Islands. A pang of nos- 
saigia went throuzsh me when I 
read the story. J 
was stationed on 
the Enewetak 
Atoll for 1 
month. during 
World War 0 
with a U.S. Ma- 
rine Corps fighi- 
er squadron, and 
Whie it sounds § 
like a short period ἢ 
of time to us now, ἢ 
it felt lke an 
fiernity then, 
Ever since then I have always 
dered myself a native οὗ 
Erewetak. and when Ε heard the 
United States was letting people 
Telurn I wes sorely tempted to 
pack up and move back. 

After World War If Enewctak 
probab!s would mever have beca 
heard from again except that the 
United States decided to use it as 
an atomic testing ground. 4s 5 
mutler of fact. they blew the is- 
land of Engebi. where I was sia- 
honed. right out the water and 
aught off the face of the earth. 

There were about 2.000 or 3.000 
men stationed on Engebi, consist~ 
ing of marines. Seabees and U.S. 
Army personnel. In a few months 
we had gone native and wore 
nothing but shorts. hats and san- 
dais, Our skin became very dark 
and we developed an island men- 
tality. Anyone whe didn't live on 
Engebi was a white stranger who 
was not to be trusted, There were 
also tribal feuds on the island. 
The marines and the Seabees 
Managed to get along. but the 
Army personne] Were considered 
“dogfaces’ who could not be 
trusted and, according to our 
Navy chaplains, had never really 
accepted the existence of one 
Guid. 

The iain industry of Engebi 
was making home-grown brew 
from raisins. Each tent had its 
own still, and with the hetp of 
geod ul’ boys from the South we 
Vied with each other to see which 
tent could make the most power~ 
ful Raisin Jack, This was more 
dangerous than one might think 
because if you didn't pour it out 
da time the still could explode, 
Setting off air raid sirens all over 
the island. 
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I have always believed the 
atomic testing at Engebi was never 
accurate. While the scientists 
measured the power of the hrdro- 
gen bomb deviee they set off, they 
never figured how much of the 
destruclion was caused by old 
fermented raisin juice which ail 
of us left behind when we got or- 
ders to ship out. 

A second cottage industry from 
which we s!l profited was the 
manufacture of “Japanese flags.” 
The lagoon was used as an an- 
chorage for Allied merchant acd 
navy ships. and every time one 
came into barbor we went out in 
boats and sold the flags 85 war 
souvenirs to the crews. We made 
the “Japanese flags” from white 
sheets and red paint which we 
bad our parents ship us from the 
States, After carefully drawing 
the rising sun on the linen, we 
then splattered red paint around 
it to indicate the flag had heen 
captured during a bloody battle.

1 could go on about this glori- 
ous period of my life on Enewetak 
but I'm too chocked up. It's nice 
to read that the real natives have 
now returned to their islands. I 
know everyone in my Marine 
Corps outfit wishes he could be 
with them now, 
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Maurice Girodias: 
The Boy, the Man 
And the Future 


RIS QGHD.—As 4a boy, Maurice 

Girodias was a Theosophist and 2 
vegetarian. He set fire to his lyeéa, had 
wild dreams and suffered trom a sense of 
inadequaey during his waking hours. Not 
surprisingiy, he went into bis father’s 
trade, which was pormocraphy. 

Jack Kahane, his father (Girodlas wos 
the name of his French mother), had done 
well enough in yard goods in his native 
Manchester to own at one time 50 pairs 
of trousers. seven bulldogs, and half a 
racehorse. In Paris in the 1930s he found- 
ed the Obelisk Press and was the first to 
publish Tropic of Cancer (14-year-old 
Maurice designed the cover). Maurice tock 
over the foundering business on his father's 
death, sank with several other ventures, 
and in 1953 founded the famous Olympia 
Press, which published the English-lan- 
guage, green-covered Travelers Companion 
series of dirty books, 

Girodias inherited not cnly his daddy's 
trade and his British ability to keep a 
straight face but also, most unusually, his 
improvidence. He has been bankrupt as 
often as most people catch flu and has 
been hailed into court im France, the 
United States, Holland, Germany and 
Denmark. “I was banned in Denmark, 
which is unique,” he says. 

Ten years ago, he set up shop in New 
York and im 1974 he conceived and 
pubiished a book called "President Kis- 
singer.” Never one to shun the outrageous, 
Girodias not only made Henry Kissinger 
chief of state but also made him into a 
saint-Like man, the founder of a new and 
better society. The book was the star of 
the remainder shelves and brought about, 
Girodias says, ἃ series of persecutions by 
the Siate Department, the CLA and the 
Church of Scientology, which culminated 
with a 6-foot-tall shipping heiress supping 
marijuana into Girodias’s pocket during 2 
midnight embrace on a deserted Jersey 
dock. 

Girodias was nabbed by a conveniently 
passing cop and αὶ Jong battle against 
deportation began. Girodias finally won 
on March 3 of this year and has applied 
for U.S. citizenship in addition to his 
French and British dual nationality, The 
problem with “President Kissinger.” he 
says, was not the dirty parts ("There have 
been plenty of dirty books about him”) 
but the fact that Kissinger really wanted 
to be president and had thought to an- 
nounce his availability in s more orthodox 
fashion. The legal batties wore Girodias 
out: 
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Maurice Girodias, publisher and writer, in New York. 


“Y was unwise and unlucky,” he says. 


“T've been unwise before, but things always 
turned out.” 

Wary at last of his financial ineptitude 
and capacity for getting into trouble, Mr. 
Girodizs has decided to go into 2 safer 
profession. He is now 5 writer and may 
settle in Boston where his new wife, who 
graduates from medical school this epring, 
will do her internship,

Braun-Munk), the first part of his three- - 


volume memoirs to be published under the 
collective tide of “A Day on Earth.” The 
first volume is called in French “J’Arrive.” 
“How can you translate that into English,” 
says Mr. Girodias, whose English is impec- 
cable, In fact, there is no American 
publisher yet although Girodias scold the 
Tights several times over ¢and later repaid 
the advances} some years ago when he 
found himself in need, as he not infre- 
quentiy was, of $5,000 within 48 hours. 

Never one to do things in a small way, 


Maurice Girodigs is also involved in re- © 


organizing the world through a philosophy 
and political party called Eco-Regionalism. 

“I will be treasurer,” he says. “No really, 
it's quite serious.” 

Vol. TI of his memoirs, which is set 23 
years hence, in the year 2000, will develop 
his new ideas. “The third volume is a 
program not onty for my death but for 
the birth of a new world. Nations must 
be abolished, armies must be abolished, art 
and science must be unified, religion and 
the imagination, poetry and industry, ef 
cetera, et cetera. This is what I want to 
do.” ᾿ 

In the year 2000 Girodiag will be $1 and 
will cease to live, he says. He isn't afraid
